Viscount Avoiimoro,-i8 announced from 
Loudom^ r As.Major Velverton ho becume 
notorious in proceedings brought in Dub 
lin by Mis's'-TerestCliOirgwofth, who clnim- 
ed to be his- wife. The cnse was decided 
ill favor of Lord AVdiiinorc after ii scanda- 
lous trial«i It lias beoii about liftucii yoara 
.since the cause colebro which so ayilatod 
tho faahionablo world of Eui-Dpu was de- 
cided ill tho ooiiinuiii ploaa (if Dublin. 
Major \VjIliam.Cbi»rle8; Yolvertoii, after- 
waid Viscount Avonmore, of the royal 
artilleryV'wtts a distinguished Crimean 
.soldier, a wearer of tho Victoria cross, 
"an oflicer and gontlunian," and defend- 
ant in tho case of "Thelwall vs. Yulver- 
ton." On tho Record the plaintilT was a 
Yorkshire trader and tho plaint-that Ma- 
jor Yelverton refused to pay for nccussar- 
ica supplied to his wife to the e.xtont of 
£187. The answer was a simple denial 
of the alleged rclatiunshii') between hini- 
Holf and Miss Lonj^'worth. 'I'hey had met 
in the Crimea, where JNIiaa Lonjjwortli 
had acted as a volunteer nurse. The per- 
sonal ohntms and accomplishmenls of tho 
lady con<iiiered the Crimean iioro, as he 
confessed lie on two occasions went 
through a form of luarriatje — once inScot- 
lantl, per verba do preseiui, rwid onco in 
the village of Jioa.strevor, in Ireland. My 
a subterfuge h.e satisfied tlio olergyman, 
for it is still a feUniy in Ireland fur a Ca- 
thoUc priest to bless the marriage of a 
Pro'teatant and a Papi.st. They travelled 
together as man and wife, but after a time 
events took their -old course; the Major 
deserted "ikiiss Lon'gworth and married 
Mrs, Forl>esi.tl)o widow of the disting- 
uished Prot , Edward Forbes. Thelwall 
V, YelireHiin was tned to decide whether 
in fact .TCgl'esa Longworth was wifeormia- 
tresa. " T]^,jUry found for tho plaintifl' 
that there w'as a , Scotch marriage, and 
that there' was an Irish marriage. Major 
Yelverton escaped through a side door, 
and his wife was 'drawn in a carriage by: 
relays of Irialimcn, after the manner in 
which Dublin dooa huiior tu its favorites. 
That waa the lioiir of tiiumpli of Teresa 
Yelverton (li^cLbrigivorth). Tlienccfor- 
ward her life was a series of lawsuits. ' In 
Scotland and in the house of lord.s her 
titlo to iiattie of wife was contested 
step by. step, and fought as bravely by 
her. But though her touching letters 
brought tears of admiration to the eyes of 
chancellors and ex-chancellors, Ijer mo- 
tion as' ''pursuer" was* denied,' Mrs. 
Yelverton' gained some position as a pub- 
ho reader and elocutionist, and made a 
living in that way at home and abroad. 
She also published a novel, of which she 
waa her own heroine. Its title \va3"Mar- 
tyr to Circumstances," but its success 
was only tenipotary. Of late years Mrs. 
Yelverton lived entirely in South Africa, 
whore her fortunes were of a somewhat 
uncertain character. She died at Pieter- 
mdritzbuirg in October,' 1881.

The atory of "^a Now York clergyman 
who was in thb.act of admiring a §20 gold 
piece which ho had received for a mar- 
riage fee when a lueaaeii^^'or from tho 
groom arrived to exchange it for a small 
bill reminds a correspondent of an inci- 
dent in tho clerical oxperionco of tho Rev.

Dynamite, he 
said had hocoino a factor which could nnir 
bo ignoroil in tho sottlemont of the social 
lU'oblem. Tho Uritish government has 
deprived tho Irish people of all legitimate 
means of defense. When tho right to 
bear arms is denied, what is the next 
thing i 

"Dynamite !" shouted a dozen dele- 
gates. • ■ 

ALigrath, of the balcora' union, as a rule 
was op))Osed to the uau of dynamite, but 
thought tho condition of affairs in Ireland 
and. Russia justified its use, and that its 
use had undoubtedly been productive of 
mucli good. 

J. S. Finorty thought if a little dynam- 
ite could bo introduced into the central 
labor union, and some of the speakers 
blown up, it would be productive of 
good. 

Education was the true method of ad- 
vancing tho cause of labor, saia Edward 
King, and education is dianietrically op- 
poHcil to physical fiu'ce. The use of dyn- 
amite im[)lies infallibility, and certainly 
we have not reached a point in organiza- 
tion or education to warrant us "in taking 
the responsibility of using this great 
force. 

Bizzor said, "If I had my own way I 
would put a bolt of dynamite around Ire- 
land and blovv every English oflicial out 
of the. country. Russia has as much right 
to blow up London as the English govern- 
ment has to harrass Ireland. If dynam-

LESSONS OF THE LATE' lUS- 

ASTER. 

The public has now probably learned 
all the. material facts concerning the de- 
plornble disaster involved in the loss of 
the CtKippler in Seymour Narrows. Sucli 
catastrophes in coniiectiun with boats 
sailing oi! the inland \yaters of tlio prov- 
ince havo liiiliprto been- fortunately few; 
und thuuyli thyy cannot be wholly pre- 
vented by even the most cttrofiil rogul.i- 
tions,^yaluable lessons may bo learnt from 
their occurrepco, which may tend to ren- 
der such records still more rare. The 
Orappler was apparently one of the boata 
least likely to meet with such a fate, aa 
she was tough old gunboat, and oven if 
she did take tire she had no light Huper- 
atructuro'of niipor works toensuroher rapid 
destruction like pa.s.soiigcr boats of the 
ordinary type. Aloreover, as far as can 
bo judged, the diBUSter did not ariso from 
any special ovur.sight or neglect, but ap- 
parently from ft faulty .principle in the 
setting of her boiler, the adoption of 
which from motives of economy is becom- 
ing more general, but which, as regard.-t 
marine boilers, oucht to bo condoniued. 
No marine boilers should be allowed but 
those containing the furnace within the 
boiler. Without pretending to know the 
exact arrangement with regard to the 
Orappler's boiler, ao far as can be learn- 
ed, it was one of those set in brickwork, 
the fire lirst passing under the outer shell 
of the boiler and tlieiice through a space 
HurrouniicHl by biick.s known as the 
"l)ack connection ' and returning through 
the tubes to the ."luiokestack placed at- the 
front over the furnace doors, hit. iVIe- 
Allister reports that the Ore was first dis- 
covered in the brickwork in the rear of 
this "back connection'.', from which ii 
may be naturally inferred that it origi- 
nated from the heat generated there, or 
from sparks escaping through the joints 
of the iron cover. Tn the Orappler, it is 
stated, this iron cover was u.ied for cook- 
ing purposes. It only remain.s to add 
that the brickwork .mirronnding marine 
boilers .set in this umnnor is usually en- 
closed in a thick sheetimn casing. Here 
at present, Un' want of further evidence, 
the matter niii!*t bo left with the reitera- 
tion of the prfiiciple, that marine boilers 
ought to be r..nlined to the typo of those 
llred internally. T!ie great danger on all 
boats is that from fir(^ wliicli ni;iy ariso 
• from 80 ij^Sny trilling and luiforeseen 
causes. The steamer Enipiro now in 
port, once caught tire at sea from some 
oily waste boiftg left on the boiler of her 
donkey engine. The use of coal i il 
lumps, especially in cases of collision, is 
auotluir source of danger; not to mention 
that of handling tlie oil in the lamp room. 
But all these dangers are .Iggravated by 
the liglit and intlanunable imtu'ro of the 
thin dry wood constituting the 
upper works of ' the boats; them- 
selves, which might and ought 
to be counteracted by the tonipidsory use 
of asbestos paint, which e.xpcrionco has 
shown to be very ell'cctive in this matter. 
There is another important lesson to be 
gained from the flrappler disaster. We 
are told that the heroism of pilot Frank- 
lyn in remaining at hi.s post was rendered 
useless, and that the boat became unmah- 
ugeable on account of the burning of her 
wheel ropos. 1 1 ought t.<^ lio inado coni- 
pulsory that all steering connections must 
be fireproof ifrom end to end, and that 
wire rope or ch.iin must be used on the 
steering wheel, forbad this been the case 
on the Grappler, -she might have, reached 
the shore, and far more lives have been 
saved. Owners no doubt are apt to con- 
sider compulsory regulations as tiresome 
things and that there are quite enough of 
them, hut the interest of the owners and 
the passengers are more than identical, 
as they are .soon made to fuel when any 
accident occurs. There is yet another 
point which has before been referred to 
in these columns; that is the practice of 
carrying large quantities of explosives on 
passenger boats. It may be tho custom 
of the port; it may bo said "that freight 
is freight," but pa-sseiigora arc passBiigors 
and th«y are protected by a Dominion 
law iri this respect, and if any future dia- 
«ister is aggravated from this cause owners 
will have many causes to wish that the 
explosives had been omitted. The prac- 
tice is one which simply admits of no de- 
fence. The conduct of Mr. McAllister in 
this distressing affair wa.s most praiHO- 
worthy. He was doubtless willing to do 
all that he could, but without oars and in 
the vicinity of dangerous rapids ho wa.H 
powerless to do anything, and he only 
saved himself with aifiSculty. The hero- 
ism of pilot Franklyn, it is to be hoped, 
will meet with some mark of public recog- 
nition suited to tho circumstances of the 
case, and there is little doubt that such a 
proposition, if acted upon promptly, 
would meet with a warm response, and 
would not only do honor to the memory 
i.)f a brave man, but oticour.age others to 
do their duty in similarly painful circum- 
stances. Tho heavy loss of life was de- 
plorable, but the wonder is that any 
escaped, Capt. Jaggers, no doubt, did 
what he could and the public w6re re- 
lieved to hear he was among the survivors 
after he had been given up for lost. In 
oonoiusioii, as wo have already intimated 
it is.somo satisfaction to know that tho 
disaster in all its severity was not brought 
about either by wilful neglect or want of 
judgment of chose in charge of the vessel, 
but probably . from certain conditions, 
which though iaully in themselves, worj 
such M might not attract attention until 
un actual calamity occurred. Tho (irap- 
pier was uninsured and in this fn.'itaiice,iii 
addition to pecuniary loss, tho owners 
have to bear the painful bujdon which is 
inseparable from such cases and are there- 
fore entitled to public sympqlhy.

To TUP. Editor:— Seven hundred and 
fifty thousand acres of Kootenay have 
been given by our legislature to develop 
the rich resources of that vast district and 
to keep within our fair and flourishing 
province the commerce of. that o.!cceed- 
ingly mineral pprtion of the 'country. 

Sixty thousand acres more of it are 
given towards making a w.agon road from 
Sluiswap Lake to the Columbia river, to 
insure the success and welfare of tho 
Yale and Ivootcnay districts; and, yet 
again, a Iiundre<l or a hundred and tifty 
thousand acres of land (snhmergedj some 
of it, for three parts of each .year, some 
of it since the Flood) is to be given to an 
English comi)any who guarantee to re- 
claim and colonise it. Kootenay, I be-- 
lieve, is tho only district, in the pri)vince 
where lands for the Indians have not 
boon reserved. The Indians of tho Koot- 
enay district are and have been honest 
and laW' abiding and would in this respect 
staitd fair comparison with n population 
of tho same number, black or white, in 
any part of the Dominion. Kootenay In- 
dians h.".ve always had the name of being 
a bold and warlike tribe, so much so that 
they were tho terror of their Blackfeet 
neighbors, though .their numbers were 
not half as many; I am .sure tho present 
siovernment is more likely to be just and 
generous \vith these people, to whom the 
country originally belonged, than aiiy 
other government that

TH-E EXraLISS SALMOIT 2i£AIIS:ET. 
Encouraarintr Outlook for S. C. Fish. 

The Orocera' Uiizetle, London, under 
ilatn of April 7th, says of salmon: ".A liet- 
ter demand prevails, particularly fur thu 
product of northern rivers, which being of 
satisfactory quality and decidedly chea[ji'r 
than Columbia river, meets with cunsid- 
ui-able- attention. Our Liverpool corres - 
pondent writes. The demand for Uolumbia 
river packing is at present very slow, but j 
prices are well sustained, and there is nu 
reason to anticipate any; weakness, tho 
whole being well lind firmly hold. For 
Frasor river a brisk demand has set in, 
and important .sales have been etl'eoled al 
current, rates. Tho quality is giving sa- 
tisfaction, as it is more roguL-vr than the 
Columbia river, though tho flavor is cor- 
tiiinly not so rich, and wo are of opinion 
that this year's packing is equal to any 
previous year's — whilst Columbia river 
brands have more or less deteriorated." 

Tho Givcer, London, has tho following: 
The market for salmon has exhibited more 
Grmness, and there are no symptoms of 
holders giving away, now that the article 
auuins to be commanding more attention. 
It appears that the arrivals of Eraser river 
aahnon aro turning out to be of finer qual- 
ity than in former seasons, and they are 
certainly not so much inferior to tho Co- 
lumbia river salmonfios is generally sup- 
posed, so that sales have ' been less ditti- 
cult to effect. The choicest brands aro in 
fair request, and a slight concession in 
v.iluo would lead to still more important 
transactions. Other canned fish call for 
110 special remark, and the business doing 
in prepared fruits is at unaltered rates. 
American oomproased beef sliows no par- 
ticular change. 

The Liverpool corrcsopndent of the 
London Gri)c>'i' states .as follows regarding 
canned goods: Now that warm weather 
has supervened there has been an active 
oniisumptive demand for salmon, and al- 
though no operations of moment have 
transpired with regard to Columbia river, 
some good parcels of Frasor river luive 
changed hands at satisfactoiy prices; 
Should the weather continue under the 
present favorable conditions, iiu doubt 
dealers will see their way to improve their 
bids, and so lead to considerable business .

N.v\Ai,\io, Ma.v 1. 
Yesterday at 11 a.m. the steamer AU-k- 
aiuler Joft .loluiston & Oo.'s wharf and 
proceeded to Departure Bay, landed Capt. 
Uiipiliart and at.irted for Capo Miid^je 
with Capt. Aforri.sDii in couunaiul. ^\'eath- 
or clear and line; liyht S. E. winds; ar - 
rived at Uclataw camp 8;;)0p,m. ; after 
whistling several times .si.nhted a canoo 
with two people who proved to be Capt. 
Jaggers of the burned steamer and the 
Uclataw chief. Captain reported all hands 
that wero saved safely housed in the 
Indian village whoro they had receive 
every kindness and attention at the hands 
of tho Indians who had provided them 
with tho best food nt their command. 21 
whites, 2 Indians and 13 Chinamen com 
prise the list of survivors. Tho bodies of 
two white men, one lashed to a plank by 
a strip of his .shirt, and tim other lashed 
to an empty barrel, wero recovered from 
the water and the remains enclosed in a 
rtuigli bo.-c made by their companions. It 
is feared tliat all the missing ones, seventy 
in all, are lust. They are twenty whites, 
two Indiana -.iiul forty-eight Chinaiiion. 
Sidney Kraiiklyn, llie pilot, was never 
seen after leavini,' the steamer; only two 
men and Ca|jt. Jaggers were saved after 
McAllister loft. Jaggers remained upon 
the burning steamer until driven ofi' by 
the flames and was evoutnally picked up 
insensible on the beacli by iMr. Hirman 
and company at 3 a. m. Monday. Capt. 
Jaggers and survivor.t made a thor lUgh 
search up and down tho shores and tho 
rapids for any who might be living. The 
search was unsuccessful. Two men after 
being in the bottom of a boat 10 hours 
were drifted ashore and were subsequent- 
ly taken by tho Indinns to tho logging 
camp. 

At 8:30 Monday morning the burnt 
hulk of the ill fated steamer was seen 
drifting down with tho tide from Sey- 
mour Narrows and half an hour later she 
sank beneatli the waves in 30 fathoms of 
water at about the same spot where alio 
had become nnuianageablo, but not before 
theSaliniin river Indians had boarded her 
and passed an iron box. into tlieir caiuie. 
The Indiana report her hull burned to the 
water's edge and as thin as a wafer. She 
sank with two Indians on board who nar- 
rowly escaped with their lives. It is re- 
ported that there was much treasure on 
board. 

Purser Dyer says he thinks there was 
one thousand dollars ir. the safe. 

The description given by tho survivors 
of tho poor wretches struggling in the 
water and tho shrieks of tho dying and 
wounded are most heartrending. Many 
clung around the vessel by ropes which 
wero eventually burnt oil' when they 
dropped into the water. One of those 
lost seeing a comrade striking out for tho 
shore pitifully called to hini to tell his 
poor mother (giving his address left at 
Victoria) that he was dying- 

On arrival -<jf the Alexander at Capo 
Mudge Capt. Morrison lowered -his boats 
and landed Mr. Peck, 'receiver of wrecks, 
who superintended the embarkation of the 
survivora and who sent the two dead 
bodies on board. He also thanked the 
Indians for their kindness and promised 
to report to tho department their oppor- 
tune assistance and that he would strong- 
ly recommend some remuneration for 
their gallent services and that he would 
see that they were paid for their food 
and labor. He also directed the Indians 
to continue searching for any .survivors or 
bodies which might tloat ashore, promis- 
ing a suitable reward for so doing. He 
also explained that any property they 
mi"ht have recovered must be handed 
over to him and ho would see that fliey 
receive a proper salvage. With 
tho assistance of tho chief Mr. 
Peck recovered -$170 and oO cents 
in half melted silver coinage taken from 
the box which they had at risk of their 
lives recovered from the sinking ship. 

All hands thanking the Indians ugain 
for their kindness, and after Capt. Morri- 
son liad called the roll tho steamer left for 
Naiiaiiiio wliere she arrived this morr.ing. 
Everybody speaks in glowinjand enthusi- 
astic ternia of Capt. Mc.\lli8ter who with 
unrivaled coolness and steady persever- 
ance had succeeded in saving so many 
lives. 

Alexander will probably leaVe Depar- 
ture Hay for Victoria about 4:30 p. ni. to- 
day. »

VITAI.I.K CHEKK I'HO.SPECTINO BILL. i 

The adoption of the report of this bill 
was moved by Mr. Wilson. 

The "government of British Columbia" 
was substituted for the C. C. of L. and 

W. ill the third clause and tho report 
adopted. 

MlNKUAl. ACT A.MKXII.MKST BILL. 

Mr. (irani moved this act be read a 
third time. 

Mr. Orr wished to give notice of an 
amendment of clause 4, changing the sum 
of SIOOO to §100 for discoverers alone. 
He wished tho matter to he laid over that 
he might introduce .such an amendment. 
The miners were thus to only pay SlOO in 
addition tooxpenses of survey, titc. 

Mr. Wilson contended that the prin- 
ciple of the act quoted by Mr. Orr was 
difierent from tho present one. 

The speaker thought an amendment 
could not be made at this stage of tho 
bill, but that the house might allow tho 
discharge of the order for tlio third read- 
ing and the bill might be recomuiittcd. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe tlinu;,'ht tliat if the 
' house were in favor of ihe amendment it 
I miL;ht bo allowed. 

Mr. Heaven said that [irnper notice 
shiMild be given. 

'I'lu' speaker put tho motion for tho dis- 
charge of tho order for the third read- 
ing. 

Mr. Heaven thought notice should be 
given. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe thought it was com- 
petent for the honorable gentleman to 
move the anieiidinent. 

The motion for discharge of the order 
for third reading was carried, an;l the bill 
recommitted, Mr. Duok in the chair. 

Mr. Orr then moved his amendment aa 
follows, to be added to section 8: 

"Thiit any discoverer or party of dis- 
coverers who sliall discover a miner.'il 
claim, shall p!iy_ to tho government of 
British Columbia the sum of jrlOO in addi- 
tion to the requirements of this act re- 
specting survey, etc., but not aa to the 
expenditure of tho sum of $1000; and up- 
on the due fulGlment thereof shall be en- 
titled to a crown grant of such discovery 
claim. " 

Mr. Wiliion said this was the third time 
tho house had been called on to decide 
the principle as to whether a crown grant 
shall bo given to tho minor for nothing. 
All the known claims would bo immediate- 
ly located, e.speciiilly if there was a change 
in the gold commissioner. NVhen tho ta.^ 
of ?100 was imposed, the payment was to 
bo $1000, and if tho amendment was 
adopted lie would move for an increase of 
the ta.x. 

Jlr. Orr contended the oro^vn grant in 
this CISC was not given for nothing, as the 
miner might incur tho oxpondituie of 
much time and njoney in discovering a 
claim. Now ho proposed that after all 
this he should pay '$100 to the govern- 
ment, besides expenses of survey, etc. 
He saw a party of miners going out pros- 
pecting the other day under these condi- 
tions, and thought it a hardship. Ho 
dwelt on the necessity of miners having a 
title to their claims to enable them to dia- 
po.se of them. ' 

Mr. Grant thought quartz mining in 
British Columbia had been a failure. Ho 
thought the discoverer of a claim should 
not bo ulaced on the same lo^el as the 
man who made no discovery. There 
should be a just discrimination. 

Mr. Cowan said tiieae discoveiy claims 
would be outcrops on the surface as a 
rule. At present in Cariboo there was 
money subscribed for a tunnel into Burns 
nouiitain.. 

Mr. Armstrong thought thin peculiar 
legislation. This wati a change in the 
whole system of tho bill. Ho thought 
the matter required careful consideration. 

lion. Mr. Davie said this question had 
already boon discussed. He believed 
that tho majority of tlie members from the 
minin.g districts' wore opposed to the 
amendment. .\ man iiiight thus obtain a 
crown grant for a discovery which might 
be worthless, and which would cost him 
nothin'g. If the proposition were merely 
one to reduce the miners' o.'^ponditure ho. 
might accede to it. 

Mr. Orr said no man would attempt to 
get a crown grant for a worthless claim. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said he thought that 
this was a different question from those 
already discussed, and one which, with 
the amendment he proposed, would re- 
ceive his support. His only fear was of 
giving facilities for having claims locked 
up without being worked. Uo proposed 
that the amount of S2G0 be substituted 
for ylOO as proposed, He thought miners 
would" not pay SIO per acre, which was 
what it amounted to, unless the claim 
was a good one. This amount had .al- 
ready been decided on in tho case of coal 
lands. Having paid this, uuloaa he goes 
on with w<irk he would have to pay §20 
per annum. 

Mr. Orr said that as half a loaf was bet- 
ter than no bread, he would accept tho 
amendment. He contended, in answer 
to the attorney general, that there was 
nothiqg m the new net to say the chiim 
shall bo a paying one. 

Mr. Wilson said this amendment was 
discrimination in favor of iho hunter with 
blankets on his back and against the work 
or. There was no such dilloronco ir. tho 
U. S. mining law.s. He thought the act 
was sufficient aa it was.' The honorable 
member for New Weatniinstor had said he 
was out of his latitude, but ho was not aa 
much so as the honorable member when 
he discussed jointstock companies in con - 
nection with mining. Ho claimed that 
any minor could spend S200 a year in 'la- 
bor on his claim . Ho thought that the 
sum tnontioncd in' the act, §1000, was 
best. Tho great object was to give stran- 
gers coming in a satisfactory title. 

Mr. Drake said if tlie amendment was 
entertained it would require tho bill to 
be recast to deline what a disovery claim 
was. Who was to decide/ It would end 
in locking up large tracta of land and 
lead to litigation and disputes in every 
direction. He thought that the reduc- 
tion in the bill of the sum of §5000 to 
SIOOO was suiucieiit. Under tho circum- 
stimcos in the ab.senco of virtually a now 
bill, the alteration would bo a dangercus 
one. 

Mr. Armstrong contended that the 
matter dealt with the revenue. 

Mr. Orr's amendment raised to §200, 
as proposed by tho Hon. Mr. Smithe, 
was then put and lost. 

Mr. Orr thought the junior member 
for Cariboo was not going back to his 
constituents. 

The committee rose and reported the 
bill complete with amendments. The re- 
port was adopted and the bill read a third 
lime and passed.-

Mr. Grant moved a resolution that a

Mr. Grant called attention to the dis- 
trict lying between the Portland canal 
aitd the 5-ith degree of latitude, where 
there were over 90 white men who ought 
to have the privilege of recording their 
vote, .ts I his district exported $210,000 in 
fish, SiH>,000 in furs, etp. 

Mr. Orr seconded the resolution, as he 
observed a number of capit.ilists were 
about to found a large city at Port 
Simpson. 

Mr. Dingwall said notwithstanding the 
remarks of his hon. friend, he was heart- 
ily'in favor of the resolution, which was 
carried. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe moved that tho house 

do now adjoiirn. 

Hon. Mr. Bcavon said ho would like to 
hear from the leader of the govornment if 
he was in a position to give the house any 
news from Ottawa. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said ho hadoxpccted to 
be in a position to-day to give tho requir- 
ed information, but that the telegraph line 
had gone down again. Ho had, however, 
received a telegram from Sir .John A. 
Macdonald before the wires wont down 
this morning as follows: "Have wired 
Mr. Trutch in full. See him." Ho had 
at once waited upon Mr. Trutch; but 
tliat gentleman had not l ocoived the dis- 
patch. Ho then wont to the telegrapo 
oflico, and found that the wires wore 
down. If he was in a position to 
give any information before Monday he 
would be glad to circulate it amongst the 
m (Ml I hers. (Hear, hear.) 

i'liu house then adjourned till Mon- 
day. 

Tho Firo at tho Indian Reservation- 

Tho fire at tho Indian reservation by 
which one largo shanty near tho Marino 
hospital was destroyed and tho hospital 
seriously oiidangored appears to have 
been the result of intoxication. The 1st 
and 2nd assistants and about ten men of 
tho hook and ladder company went over 
111 a boat with hooka, axes and a babcock 
extinguisher, and found many Indians 
drunk who were first incliiiod to show 
fight, but afterwards lent their asaistuiico. 
The shanty deatroyod contained two 
families oLtlie name of Louis, father and 
son, but the old man was away fishing. 
Tho fire caused considerable anxiety to 
tho atow.ird of tho hospital and tho roof 
of the kitchen at the end of the building 
near tho Gro became so hot that water had 
to bo [loured upo'n it and there was also 
conaidorable danger from tho Hying em- 
bers to other portions of tho promises, 
which would have increased if there had 
been any wiiid. Fortunately Mr. Cook of 
tho shipyard was on hand and rendered 
valuable assi.stanco. A new wooden house 
occupied by another Indian family in 
front of tho burned shanty also took firo, 
but was at once extinguished, but the 
rumor prevailing about, town yesterday 
morning relative to an Indian being burnt 
had 110 foundation. In view of the nar- 
row escape of tho hospital from this fire, 
and the delay which must result in getting 
tho firo apparatus across the harbor in 
case of necessity, it is desirable that the 
Indians should not be allowed to build 
within so abort distance of it. These 
Indian dwellings are miserable places, and 
an eyesore to the harbor, and it would 
be far better if they could bo allotted an- 
other site where the Indians would have 
tho convenience uf 'a*beach for fishing and 
a little further to travel for whiskey, so 
that if they got lost and didn't reach the 
reservation at all, it would bo a good 
thin" for all hands.

The locality of the wreck of tho Eureka 
is supposed by some to be nedr tho rap- 
ids .It tho entrance to Peril .Strait, Alaska, 
where numerous sunken reefs .ibound and 
tho current is extremely strong, in fact it 
is only at certain stages of the tide that 
steamers are enabled to - enter. The 
straits extend, however, from tho en- 
trance — 35 miles above Sitka — to a dis- 
tance of some 80 miles to Chatham Straits. 
Of course, with the meagre details re- 
ceived, it ia impossible to state the exact 
position, but the nature of the current 
and rocka in tho vicinity mentioned, ren- 
der the supposition extremely probable. 
Captain Hicks, an experienced Alaskan 
pilot, thinks the disaster occurred in 
White Rook Channel, 20 miles from 
.Sitka. There aro a number of small 
channels here, all of which como under 
tho generic title of Peril or Paghllchoti' 
Strait, which divides Tchhitchzoff and 
Baronoff islands.
